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INSURANCE RATES 
AND WASTE DISPOSAL. 


One of the prime and pilmaiy duties 


of the Town Council la to meet so far 
as possible the requirements of the 
insurance Inspoctois as to fire protec 
tion 
Tho Council should not only 


provide for the highest efficiency in 
the flra depaitment, but it should aUo 
require the citizens to safeguaid their 
premises against fire by evei^ leason 
able precaution and device, to the end 
that tho common danger of tonlUigia 
tlou may bo avoided and the rates of
